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An Inside View of Mexiean Aflairs.

Tk remarkable o ter from General BRixcoost
to Uenernl Dovay, of the French expeditionary
dtmy in Mexico, which has Just boen mado
public, shows bow completely the botiom s
lalling out of Maximinias’s empire. Genaral
Buiscovnr I8 commander of the 20 Division of
Fronch troops serving in Mexico, and Genorsl
Dot ay, to whom be writes, 1s commander of the
1st Division, so that in this letter we have
the private and contidentisl opinion ol onajol
the chief officers of the French army.
That oplalon Is by no means a fatter
ing one, cither of the Kmperor MaxiMiniax,
Murshal Bazamwg, or ol the final success of the
cmphie. Max and the Marahal are obstinate
and quarrclsome, says the Geuneral. Nobody
can manage the tregsury since the duath of M.
[avarais ; besides, the Mexican business is
dally growwmg more unpopular In Franoe,
while the United States are assuming s more
menacing  attitude. Morcover, - he says to
Dovay—quoting evidently from o lester recelved
from Dovay—*If, as you suy, Marshal BazAiNg,
with unlimited eredit, and wilh near one han-
died thousand men, composed of foreign and
Mexionan troops, Aas achirved only an actual
situation so very precarious, we, deprived of the
Freneh flag, and with an empty treasury, can-
not, with iweniy-five thonsand men, ve-establish
the former condition of affairs.”

This, i1t must be confessed, is an inslde view of
filaire which shows the empire to be falling to
pileces at 8 most rapid rate, In the first place,
it ahows that Marshal Bazame, with the vast
resonrces at his command, achieved only an
actual situation ''so very precarious,” as the
General phrases it; and in the second place, it
shows very clearly that, with the diminished
forces and resources now available for the empire,
gven this precarious actual situation cannot be
naintained, Honce, Brixcourr gets leave of
ubscnee for six months, and very plainly Inti-
mates that once out ot the uonpromising busi
ness he sball mot be in a hurry to get imto it
again,

What gives this letrer additions]l weight, is
tee fact that General BrixcounT is one of Louis
Narorron's favorite officers, having achleved
great distinction in the Algerian campnigns,

Evidently we have but to let thipgs take their
natural course in Mexico, sod MAXIMILIAN'Y cm-
pire must break down irom its own inherant
wesnkuoess., I never had any strength with the
Mexiean people, It has been propped up by
foreign bayonets, and when they are withdriwn
it must tumble down.

It {8 a knowledge of these facts, doubtless,
which has led our Government to take such a
decided stand with Austriu in regard to her
sending reinforcements to Maximiniay, Haviog
by skiltul diplomacy secured the withdrawal of
Franee from the affair, we do not iutend to allow
any further interference from any foreign power,

The progress of events is justirying tne pacific
course ol Mr, SewARDp hitherto, and is showing
the folly of those who would have rushed the
pation into reckless war, to secure in the end
no more than we wre now getting as che fruits
ol wise diplomacy.

“The Franklin Fund.”

Tae regular audit to which the *‘Franklin
Fund," of Bostou, ia sobjected every (wenty-
tive years, and which ooccurred o fow weeks
since, has recalled to the public attention a
curious clause of the will of Fraxgrin which is
well worthy of notice. The Boston Journal, in
referring to the examination of the fund, gives
us an idea of its magnitude, The facta of the
original bequest are thess:—By the terms of the
will, one thousand pounds were left to the city
in 17981, to be loaned under certain restrictions,
The loans made were to be returned in yearly in-
sinlments of one-tenth ol the sum loaned, with
interest, and in ease the inoreasing amount should
not be required in Boston, it was provided that a
portion of it can be let out Lo mechanles belong-
ing to other tewns in the Btate, “sueh towns en
goging to pay pupctually the Interest and the
portions of the principal, annually, to the in
habitants of the town of Boston,” The thou
sand pounds sterling left by FRANKLIN ware
paid over to the anthorities of the town within
six monthe alter his decease, and the first loun
was mede in the month of May, 1701; and o
1811 it had reached the sum of nine thousand
dollare, The fund, on the 17th of February
last, amounted to $110,166°66. FrANELIN antl
cipated, it his plan succeeded, that in one
hundred years there would be a fand of £111,000,
£100,000 of which he directs shall be expaendad
in public works *“which may be judged of
moest general utility to the inhabitants;
sich ns fortifications, bndges, aqueducts,
public  buildings, buaths, payvements, or
whatever may make living in the
town more convenlent to ita people, and
render it more agrecable to strangers resorting
thither for health or temporary residence.” The
remalning £31,000, ke provides, shall be let out
again on & similar plan, and at the end of the
second hundred years that the sum would
be £4,061,000 sterling, he donates three millioas
to the State, and the balance to the inhabltants
of the town of Boston, thus terminating the
fupd. It wall be noticed that the caleulations of
FrANgLiN were oxact, and that when in 1801 the
century will be completed, the sum will have
1enched the decidedly Inrge sum of $6460,000,

The Fundamental Question,

Tur New York World of yesterday addresses
long article upon reconsiruction to what it ealls
“modernte” Republicans. We have read its
produciion carefully, and fiud that It fails
utterly to meel what we regard as the vital
